ist. To those who are destitute and unable to pay anything. 


2d. Tothose whose means are too limited to enable them 
to pay for private medical attendance at home. 


The first class receives all the benefits of this Hospital, 
including board and nursing, free of charge. 


The second class is required to pay a moderate sum for 
board, while receiving medical attendance and nursing without 
charge. 


The Surgeons and staff receive no remuneration for their 
services in treatment of these two classes of patients.

consideration, to-day, this our Twenty-fifth Annual Report of the 


Hospital, for the year ending December, 1892. 


Twenty-five years ! 


What a flood of memories.are brought to 
our minds as we speak these words and contemplate for an instant 
their import. The hopes and fears, the joys and sorrows that 
have been encompassed and crowded into these years. Some ol 
them may be to us worthy of a few minutes reflection. Therefore, 
I deem it quite fitting upon this occasion, to ask you to take with 


olance of retrospection. 


me a brief 


In June 1868, a quarter of a century ago, a small company 01 
prominent ladies and gentlemen of our city were invited to meet 
at the residence of the late Dr. John Scott (corner of Second and 
Folsom streets). The meeting was called for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the subject of forming an Association ; the object of which, 
“ The treatment and ‘care of sick and indigent women.’’ An or- 
ganization was arranged and perfected. It consisted of a Board 


of Governors anda Ladies Board of Supervision. Dr. John Scott 


{ 


was appointed Surgeon-in-Chief with one assistant, a matron and 
one nurse. The Association was given the name of the California 
State Woman’s Hospital. A partly furnished house (number 21 
Hawthorne street) was secured for the purpose, suitable arrange- 
ments were made, the doors opened to the public and the work 


commenced. 
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It is needless to say that progress was slow for they had no 
capital, and money was hard to find, particularly for a project 
which seemed rather visionary to the public at that time. Ob- 
stacles beset them at every turn, expenses increased much faster 
than subscriptions, or paying patients. A little debt which was 
but a speck at first, accumulated so rapidly that toward the end 
of the second year, the Ladies were obliged to call upon the 
Board of Governors to help them out of their difficulty. <A 
meeting of the two Boards was called, the situation of affairs 
frankly stated, which showed that a deficit of fourteen hundred 
dollars ($1,400) was confronting them, (beside their monthly ex- 
penses) with not a dollar to meet it. After a full discussion and 
much good advice, the kind-hearted gentlemen generously of- 
fered to assume the indebtedness and _ the ladies with profound 
gratitude accepted the offer, “promising to meet their expenses in 
the future.’’ This was a severe lesson, which served to make 
them more cautious, also encouraged them to redouble their 
efforts, 

But it was fighting against odds, and in the year 1871, it was 


decided to appeal to the Legislature of the State for assistance. 
A committee was appointed to present their petition and after 
months of anxious waiting, an appropriation of five thousand dol- 
lars ($5000) was granted to be paid in installments (how large or 
small is not recorded). Then the ladies thought they could see 
their way clear. In 1872, another appropriation, of seven thou- 
sand five hundred dollars ($7,500) was received and they were 
made very happy thereby. 


The Association added to their numbers and increased in en- 
thusiasm. In 1873, at the end of five years’ work under the original 
Association, it was thought best to form a corporation, which was 
accordingly acted upon. The Boards met, matters were fully 
discussed. Articles of Incorporation were drawn, a Constitution 
and By-Laws framed, changing the name of the Board of Gov- 
ernors to that of Trustees. Of their number, eleven were elected 
to hold office the first year. By-Laws were also established pro- 
viding for a Ladies Board ; their title being Lady Managers in- 
stead of Supervisors, and to-day it is quite interesting to state, 
that one of the original incorporators is now an active member of 
the Ladies Board. Also, that we are working under these laws,

they having been amended to meet exigencies which always arise 


in a growing institution. 


Six years passed after the last appropriation from. the State, 
and great was the disappointment of the Boards of Trustees and 
Lady Managers to, learn that the State declined further assistance. 
Upon the daily trials of these brave women I need not dwell, 
sufficient to say that the path was rugged and steep ; obstructions 
were met and overcome, for their hearts were in the work and 


strength was oiven them to persevere. 


Years passed, the work increased and it soon became appar- 
ent that more room was needed; which caused them to look about 
for other quarters. Inthe year 1879, they were fortunate enough 
to find far out in the sand-hills, a vacant lot, which proved to be 
property belonging to the City. Negotiations were commenced 
and a lease effected. No time was lost in canvassing the city for 
donations, and subscriptions of money and materials to begin the 
new building. This necessitated the most pinching economy on 


all sides. 


Meanwhile, the good work was going on in the Hospital, 
under the lead of their enthusiastic Surgeon-in-Chief, Dr. Scott, 
who had been able to associate with him in this work, the most 
successful talent the Coast afforded. 


All honor and justice is due those who lent a helping hand 
in shaping the future of this Institution. The efforts of the ladies 
in soliciting subscriptions was rewarded with success—some very 


handsome donations were received. 


In 1881, the foundation was laid, and in April, 1882, after 
having been buffeted about from place to place for fourteen years, 
with great rejoicing they took possession of their new building 
(the one now occupied); although humble and scantily furnished, 
they were happy in the thought that it was at least an abiding 
place, which for their present needs might be considered a home. 
They were nearly out of debt and determined to remain so, resolv- 
ine to furnish the building gradually as they could procure the 
means of doing so. It was one prolonged struggle but in a great 
measure, they met with success. 
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Necessarily, there were many changes in the Boaids of Man- 
agement, from death and other causes; but nothing of a marked 
character occurred in the Medical Board until the year 1886, 
when Dr. Scott, the founder of the Hospital passed away, ripe 
with years, honoured and regretted by a large circle of friends 
and associates. His death inevitably caused an entire re-organi- 
zation of the Medical Department. At the Annual Meeting held 
a month later, Dr. Beverly Mac Monagle who had been for two 
years House Surgeon under Dr. Scott, was appointed by the 
Board of Trustees to the vacant chair of Surgeon-in-Chief, 
‘Dr. Samuel G. Boyd succeeding him as House Surgeon. An 
entire new Staff was appointed, the members of which served 
during his incumbency of that office. The institution steadily 
prospered, for it had been established and conducted upon too 
solid a basis for the death of Dr. Scott to seriously retard its 
growth. 


It is quite unnecessary to repeat the work ot the last six 
years, as it is perfectly familiar to nearly every member of your 
Board. In writing this, we have attempted nothing like a history 
of the past, for that would be impossible, as the early records are 
too meagre and imperfect for such a purpose. But in this brief 
outline of a few important events in the early life of the institution; 
and in this reflection of the work of these years, we think we 
may at least pay Dr. Scott the simple tribute of acknowledging, 
that to his indomitable energy and perseverance, rare skill and 
far-seeing sagacity, we are indebted for our existence as a 
Hospital to-day. 


And now assuming that we have your pardon for this briet 
digression, we will leave the past, and still further ask your kind 
attention while we review the work of the year just closed. 


When we wrote our report of 1891, we expressed great re- 
gret at not being able to record possession of the long-coveted 
new addition to our building, but were obliged to be content with 
enlarging and improvements, which have served us well thus far; 


and to-day, we find ourselves no nearer an immediate consumma- 
tion of our desires in that direction, than we were at that time.

The year 1892 with us commenced bright and encours aging. 
The usual falling off in December was made up early in the year 
by patients coming in from all parts of the Coast for treatment. 
Thus confirming the oft-repeated assurance that the reputation 
and popularity of our Pisaainred is not confined at home, but is 
extending far and wide, conveying to our suffering sex, alluring 
promises of that priceless boon—returning health. But while 
many do avail themselves of this privilege, the record of the past 
year shows an alarming percentage of cases, who fail to seek 
relief until too late for any reasonable hope of cure or perma- 
nent benefit. 


Early in the year a strong feeling of dissension made. itself 
manifest, in the hitherto harmonious working of the Hospital, 
which was checked at once by accepting the resignation of the 
Surgeon-in-Chief, and his withdrawal from the Institution. 
Work went on without interruption, the active working members 
of the Staff (with one exception) having proffered their services 
to the Lady Managers, and their assistance whenever required to 
DOr S. G: Boyd, House Surgeon, and Mrs. Logan, Matron, upon 
whom the imniediate care and responsibility of the house 


devolved. 


A great amount of good work was accomplished. The 
Clinic increased in numbers larger than ever betore but many 
were deprived of treatment for the time being, as the resources of 
the Hospital were taxed to the utmost. 


By a glance at the Medical Report you will see that the total 
number of treatments during the year was nineteen hundred and 
seventy-six. The number of surgical operations performed, one 
hundred and eighty-three; of these fourteen were Capital cases of 
the most critical character. We regret to record six deaths this 
year, which is a small mort lity in comparison to the w hole num- 
ber of operations successfully per formed and precious lives saved. 
The patients occupying our three Endowed and Ward of eight 
beds are always chi inging, but there is never a vacancy. 


In looking over the free-patient column in the Medical Re- 
port, we find the monthly average to be not less than ten. As 
each bed represents to the Hospital a cost of thirty-five dollars a 
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month without operations, you will see that when serious operations 
are required, the cost of maintaining ¢his Ward is greatly in- 
creased and will easily reach an average of three hundred and 
fifty dollars ($350) a month. Of these, one hundred and twenty- 
nine treatments were given with board and nursing free of charge. 
In addition to these, the patients of the Clinic or Out- Department 
have the privilege of coming twice each week. Thirteen hundred 
and thirty treatments have been given to this class of patients, who 
are not able to employ a surgeon at their homes, but who rarely 
receive permanent relief without the Hospital care and nursing of 
the Free Ward. 


By looking at our Secretary’s Report you will see that the 
/ °° ? | ~ 
receipts of the Ladies Board for 18¢ 2, were as follows: 
. 9 


From paying patients and sale of medicines, etc., eighteen 
thousand seven hundred and ninety-four dollars and seventy-five 
cents ($18,794.75). 


Expenditures were: twenty-two thousand eight hundred 
and fifty-eight dollars and twenty-six cents ($22,858.26), leaving 
a deficit of four thousand. two hundred and thirty-two dollars 
and ninety-one cents ($4,232.91). 


The Report of Secretary of Board of Trustees also shows an 
expenditure for taxes, insurance, repairs, etc., of two thousand 
three hundred and fifty-five dollars and twenty cents ($2, 355. 20), 
increasing the above deficit to six thousand five hundred and 
eighty-eight dollars and eleven cents ($6,588.11); a portion of 
which will be paid from Interest on Endowed and Building Funds 
in Bank; but four thousand eight hundred and ninety-six dol- 
lars and twenty-four cents ($4,896.24) of said deficit has to be 
obtained from donations and annual and monthly subscriptions 
from the friends of the Hospital. 


Although we think we practice the-most frugal economy in 
every department that it seems possible to do, we invariably find 
the same discouraging results confronting us at the end of the 
year. 


The details of Receipts and Expenditures are audited at each 
monthly meeting by a committee of Lady Managers and the An- 
nual accounts have been examined and approved by a committee 
from your Board. 


a 


This year our annual and monthly subscriptions from kind 
friends amount to nine hundred and forty-nine dollars ($949.00). 
A generous gift of three thousand dollars ($3000) from Mrs. 
C. P. Huntington, added to our ‘‘ Building Fund,” and regular 
donation of fifteen hundred dollars ($1500) from the Mary A. 
Crocker ‘‘ Trust Fund.’’ The gift of two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars ($250) trom Mr. James L. Flood, also five hundred and 
eighty one dollars ($581), proceeds of Benefit from the Pacific 
Union and Bohemian Clubs, and two hundred and twenty-nine 
dollars ($229) from the Blood Horse Association Benefit, were 
each and all received with gratitude too deep for words to express, 
and are worthy of special mention. These with smaller sums for 
which we are equally thankful are mentioned in detail, in another 
page of the Report. 


Our ‘‘ Endowment Fund,’’ of eleven. thousand dollars 
($11,000) is always held in reserve, the interest of which is ap- 
plied to the support of three free beds. 


Our ‘‘ General Expense Fund”’ has been greatly reduced 
this year, by extensive improvements, renovating thoroughly the 
whole ground floor, second story main building and wings, in- 
cluding also painting the entire exterior, which made a heavy 
Crain upon our scanty resources, the cost of which, including 
other interesting details of Receipts and Expenditures, you will 
find in the Report of Secretary and Treasurer of the Board of 
Trustees. 


While we are painfully conscious that we have no more ca- 
pacity for patients, we feel that our money has been wisely and 
judiciously expended, thereby rendering our building from a 
sanitary point of view, in better condition, than it has ever been 
before. 

We hope we may soon build a new Surgery for capital oper- 
ations, which will be worthy of the great and scientific work to be 
accomplished in the future. 


In this connection, we would state that in the retirement of 
Dr. Mac Monagle as Surgeon-in-Chief, the Boards of Management 
after due consideration of the subject, have decided that the best, 
and highest interest and welfare of the institution, demands the 
abolishment of that office, consequently, a revision and 
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amendment otf the Constitution and By-Laws will be necessary, 
and, when approved, should be adopted—without delay. 


In the re-organization of the Medical Board, the Manage- 
ment deem themselves fortunate in having secured the services 
of Dr. Ferdinand W. Vowinckel, late in charge of the Gynaeco- 
logical Polyclinic of the Charity Hospital of Berlin, who has 
gained a special reputation in the science and practice of 
Gynaecology, and who will be associated with the members of 
the Medical Staft of 1893 as Surgeon; Dr. Samuel G. Boyd be- 
ing Resident Surgeon and First Assistant to Dr. Vowinckel. 
There will be otherwise few changes in the former Staff this 
coming year. A few dropped out ; their places filled by others 
who are well and favorably known in this community. 


Our Training Class of Nurses we are always glad to mention 
in words of commendation. Five have graduated this year and 
gone forth, fully prepared, to win for themselves reputations of 
the highest order, thereby reflecting credit upon their instructors, 
the Doctors and Mrs. Logan, who can receive no greater com- 
pliment than paid them by the City Agencies, who give first 
preference to nurses trained at the California Woman’s Hospital. 


To those of our friends who have contributed constantly to 
the pleasure of our invalids, by gifts of flowers and delicacies. 
and visits of a social nature; for garments, made by the “ Far- 
mington Society,’’ for patients in the Free Ward: for contribu- 
tions from the public of books, papers, provisions, discounts on 
bills, etc., too varied to enumerate in detail, we can only offer our 


heartfelt thanks. 

In closing this Report, the Lady Managers desire to express 
deepest gratitude to the members of the Medieal Staff. Matron. 
Nurses and all employees of the Hospital, for their loyalty and 
unswerving devotion to the work and interests of the Institution 


during the year. 


To the members of the Board of Trustees to whom we are 
indebted for advice and moral support, we would express our 
obligation and herewith respectfully submit this report.

In order that the objects for which the California Woman's 
Hospital was established, and the nature of the work done, and 
the charity dispensed by it, may be distinctly understood, the 
Managers deem it advisable that they should be clearly and 
explicitly stated. 

There are now eight free beds for the reception of patients, 
who contribute nothing toward their support, and who receive 
board, nursing, medicines and medical attendance free of charge. 

Each tree patient represents an average cost to the Hospital 
of $35 a month; but in cases where serious operations are per- 
formed this cost is greatly increased, and the cost of the free 
Ward may safely be stated at an average permanent charge of 
$350 per month. 

There are, in addition, three endowed beds, making a total 
of eleven free patients, who receive the benefits of the Hospital 
without any charge. 

Eight beds are also set apart for patients at the moderate 
sum of $7.50 per week ; and there are other beds at $10 per 
week. or more, according to the accommodations and attendance 
required. It must be distinctly understood that the relief thus 
afforded to pay patients is as much a charity, only differing in 
degree, as that afforded to free patients. 

A patient may be able to pay a moderate charge for board, 
and prefer to do so, and yet be unable to pay for private medical 
attendance at home, the cost of nurses, and all the medical 
appliances her case requires. This Hospital accommodates that 
class of patients without charge for medical attendance. 

Since its enlargement it is also prepared to receive a limited 
number of private patients, who may make their own arrange- 
ments with any member of the medical staff for treatment, enjoy 
absolute privacy and thus avail themselves of the advantages 
afforded by skillful nurses and constant medical supervision, 
rather than remain at home, or endeavor to secure these at any 
public hotel. 
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A “‘clinic’’ is held two days in the week, at which advice and 
treatment are given by the Surgeon and Resident Surgeon to 
outside patients, free of charge. 

The following statement of the number of patients treated in 
the Hospital for the past twelve years is respectfully submitted:

The enlargement of the Hospital adds greatly to its efficiency; 
and it is hoped that a knowledge of the advantages it offers to 
suffering women may be extended all over the Pacific Coast. 

All interested are cordially invited to visit and examine for 
themselves, the Trustees and Lady Managers desiring it to be 
widely known and understood that it is an institution whose 
domestic affairs are managed by kind, generous, noble women 
for relieving the diseases of their sex. 


NURSES’ DEPARTMENT. 


This Hospital has a department devoted to the education 
and training of nurses. A regular course of study is pursued, 
lectures by the Staff and Matron given at stated periods, examina- 
tions held and thorough efficiency exacted. 

Young women desiring to become professional nurses are 
received, upon proper application, and after two years’ training 
and experience are granted dipiomas as surgical nurses. 


CALIFORNIA WoOrlAN’S FIOSPITAL. 
NOTICE TO PATIENTS. 


The Lady Managers of the California Woman’s Hospital, 
having learned that, owing to the existence of the word ‘‘State’’ 
in the name of this charity, much misapprehension exists as to 
‘ts character, its means of subsistence, and the nature of the relief 
+ affords. think it advisable to make the following statement, for 
the information of the public and patients applying for admission: 


They wish it to be understood that the Hospital is a pure 
charity ; that it receives no State aid, and is in a measure 
dependent on public contribution for itssupport. Itis, therefore, 
not a ‘‘State’”’ institution in any sense, and the original incorpor- 
ators made a great but unintentional mistake is not. designating 
it “The Woman’s Hospital of the State of California,’’ which is 
its proper designation. To remedy this misnomer, the Trustees 
wish it to be named ‘‘The California Woman's Hospital,’’ and 
will only retain the word ‘‘State’’ in their strictly official records, 
and by this designation it will be known in future. 


The medical officers—with the exception of the Resident 
Surgeon—have always given, and now give, their services 
gratuitously, to the two classes of patients hereinbefore: 
mentioned. 


All patients admitted to the Hospital, whether free, pay or 
private patients, are under the entire management of the Board 
of Trustees and Lady Managers. 

The Hospital gives relief to two classes of patients: 

1st. To those who are unable to pay anything, and who 
receive medical attendance, medicine, nursing and board //ree 
of charge. 

od. To those who, while unable to pay for medical attend- 
ance at home, are able to pay for their board in Hospital, and in 
return receive medical attendance and nursing wzthout payment. 
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In this way a most deserving class of sufferers is relieved. whose 
feelings of independence would not allow them to avail themselves 
of the free beds. 


These are the two classes of patients for whose relief the 
Hospital was founded, and for whose benefit it is carried on : but 
the Lady Managers deeply regret to learn that, from time to 
time, applicants have not hesitated to avail themselves of the 
relief this charity affords who are able to pay for the services of a 
medical man outside its walls ; and they feel that knowingly to 
Sanction this practice would be an injury to the profession at 
large and a prostitution of the objects of a public charity. 


In future, patients desirous of admission into the Hospital, 
who are able to pay for medical services, in addition to the 
Hospital charges, must enter as private patients only, and can 
select as their special medical attendant any member of the 
Medical Staff. 


Should it be at any time found that, in disregard of these 
regulations, any patient by misrepresentation of her circumstances 
has obtained gratuitous medical relief, instant dismissal will be 
enforced. 


The Lady Managers wish further to add, that while the 
usual day and night nursing is furnished to boarders. they must 
provide themselves with a private nurse, in case a capital opera- 
tion is performed, or when the illness IS SO serious as to demand 
extra nursing.

XII. Visitors are admitted on Tuesdays, Fridays and 
Sundays from 2to 5p. M. Male visitors can remain but twenty 
minutes in the wards, and no one can be admitted in the evening. 
Patients will receive male visitors in the reception room. when 
well enough. to do so. 

XIII. No patient shall leave the Hospital unless by per- 
mission of the Physician or Matron, and no one shall be out after 
nightfall. 

XIV. Any cause of complaint shall be made directly to the 
Matron ; and in case of her inability to remove the difficulty, she 
shall report to the President Board of Lady Managers. 

XV. Boarders will be charged a moderate price for 
medicines, — 

XVI. Patients will be visited daily by the Surgeons or other

facts: 

1. That the name of the corporation is California State Woman’s 
Hospital. 

2. That the purpose for which it is performed is to nurse, care for 
and provide medical and surgical treatment for sick and indigent women. 

3. The place where its principal business is to be transacted is San 
Francisco, California. 

4. The time for which it is to exist is fifty years. 

5. The number of its directors or trustees is eleven. That a meet- 
ing was held in the City of San Francisco, January 28, 1873, at which a 
majority of the members were present, and voted for trustees, who were 
then and there elected. And the names and residences of those who are

CONSTITUTION AND BYezLAWS

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I: 
This Society shall be known as the CALIFORNIA STATE WoOMAN’s 


HOSPITAL. 
ARTICLE. EI. 


ATA . “ . . ° . . 
lhe object of this Society shall be to establish and maintain, in the 
city and county of San Francisco, a Hospital for the treatment of diseases 


peculiar to women. Incurable cases not admitted. 






ARTICLE III. 


Any person who shall subscribe twelve dollars ($12) per annum to 
the funds of the Hospital, may be balloted for at any meeting of the 
Trustees, and, if he or she receives two-thirds of the vote cast, shall be a 
member for the ensuing year and be entitled to vote for Trustees at the 
annual election. Any person contributing $100 to the funds of the 
Hospital shall become a life member, and entitled to all the privileges 
of members. Ladies acting as managers may be elected as members 
without contributing. Honorary members or officers may be elected by 
the Board of Trustees for eminent services rendered in the Board or to 
the Hospital. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The officers of the Society shall consist of a Board of eleven Trustees, 
of wliom five (5) shall constitute a quorum. Those named in the deed 
of incorporation shall hold until their successors are elected. 
ARTICLE Y. 

The Board of Trustees shall appoint their own officers, enact their 
By-Laws, and fill all vacancies occuring in their body between the 
annual meetings. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The annual meeting of members for the election of Trustees shall be 
held in the city of San Francisco on the last Monday of January. ‘The 
place of meeting, and the hour, shall be advertised at least five (5) days 
before the election. None but members shall be eligible as J’rustees. 
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ARTICLE VII. 


The Trustees shall have power to hold stated meetings, and to adopt 
measures to conduct the affairs of the institution. They may also hold 
special meetings on the call, by notice in writing, of the Secretary, on 
request of any two of the Trustees, the object of the meeting being 
specified in the notice; and they shall exercise a general superintendence 
over the affairs of said Institution. They shall also have power, in- 
dividually or collectively, to visit the Hospital at any time and inspect 
all its appurtences. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The domestic affairs of the Hospital shall be entrusted to a Board of 
Lady Managers, to be appointed by the Board of Trustees, to consist of nine 
(9) ladies who shall have power to increase their number to twenty- 
four (24). 

ARTICLE IX 


The Medical Staff shall consist of the Surgeon, Resident Surgeon, 
Visiting Surgeons, a Pathologist and a Visiting Oculist. 


ARTICLE X. 


The Surgeon, Resident Surgeon and Visiting Staff shall be appointed 
by the Board of Trustees annually, after their election at the annual 
meeting. 

The Medical Staff may be enlarged, or vacancies therein filled, at 
any meeting of the Trustees during the year. 

All resignations from the Medical Staff must be tendered to the 
Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE XI. 


The Surgeon shall be required to make an annual report to the 
Trustees to be read at the annual meeting of the Hospital and for 
publication, of the number of patients treated in the Hospital, in the 
clinic or out-department, and the number and character of operations 
performed. The number of deaths and such other information as may 
be deemed necessary to acquaint the public with the work and charity 
accomplished in the institution during the year. : 


ARTICLE XII. 


It shall be the duty of the Surgeon and Resident Surgeon to attend 
without any charge whatever, all free patients, and all those admitted to 
the Hospital who are only able to pay for board and medicines, In case of 
their absence or inability to perform these duties, the staff shall choose 
from their number one or more members as shall be deemed necessary 
to assume charge temporarily, subject to the approval of the Board of 


‘Trustees. 
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ARTICLE XIII. 


This Constitution may be altered or amended by the vote of two- 
thirds of the members present at any annual meeting, or at any special 
meeting called for that purpose pursuant to Article VI. 


ARTICLE XIV. 


At any annual meeting, or general meeting, to be held pursuant to 
By-Laws, any absent member may, by his written proxy, authorize any 
member present to cast his vote on any question before the Board: and 
at any special meeting of the Board, to be called under. Article VI, when 
the object of the meeting is specified in the notice, any absent member 
may, by writing signed by him, state his vote on the question, which 
shall be entered by the Secretary with the same effect as if such member 
were personally present and so voting; provided that in all such cases 
there shall be at least three (3) members of the Board present, and not 
less than five (5) votes cast, including such written votes. 


BY-LAWS. 


SECTION I. 
The Board of Trustees shall elect from their own number a President, 
a Vice-President, and a Treasurer and Secretary. 
SECTION II. 
It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all meetings of the 
Board. In his absence the Vice-President shall take his place. 
SECTION IIzl. 


It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to keep safely all moneys 
belonging to the Hospital, and to pay drafts, to be signed by the President 
or Vice-President, and countersigned by the Secretary, which shall be 
made for payment of bills certified by the Board of Lady Managers to 
the Trustees. 


SECTION IV. 


The By-Laws may be altered at any regular meeting, notice having 
been given at a previous meeting of the change contemplated.

The domestic affairs of the Hospital shall be administered by a Board 
of Lady Managers, consisting of seventeen ladies, or more, appointed by 
the Board of Trustees at their annual meeting. 

At their stated monthly meeting next after their appointment, they 
shall elect from their number by ballot a President; a first Vice Presi- 
dent ; a second Vice President ; a Secretary anda Treasurer. A majority 
of the votes of the Lady Managers shall be necessary to make an 
election. 

In case the Board shall fail to elect any officer or officers on the day 
above specified for the purpose, or in case of death or resignation, such 
election may be made at any special or stated meeting thereafter. 


ARTICLE II. 


The Board of Lady Managers shall meet monthly on the first Wed- 
nesday of each month, for receiving and examining bills and accounts 
and making arrangements for paying the same. 

They shall take charge of all moneys received for board of pay pa- 
tients, shall be empowered to receive donations and subscriptions, and 
shall pay all the current expenses of the Hospital, drawing from the 
Treasurer of the Board of Trustees, by an order or receipt duly signed 
by the Treasurer, whatever money may be required, and paying over to 
him any surplus they may have after each month’s expenses have been 
paid, 

They shall make arrangements for the reception of patients, and 
transact all the business connected with the housekeeping of the 
Hospital. 


Five of their number shall constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE III. 


If any member of the Board shall be absent for three consecutive 
meetings, without sending to the President or Secretary a sufficient ex- 
cuse, her place may be declared vacant by a vote of the Board, the 
Secretary notifying the absent member of the fact. 

The Board of Lady Managers shall have power to fill any vacancies 
that occur in their number during the year. 
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ARTICLE IV. 
A fine of one dollar shall be imposed upon any Lady Manager fail- 
ing to attend the stated meetings of the Board, absence from the State, 
or sickness, being the only excuses from non-attendance. 


ARTICLE V. 

The President shall have power to call special meetings of ie 
Board whenever she shall deem the same advisable, and shall preside a 
all meetings, or in her absence, one of the Vice-Presidents. oe 
these officers be absent, a temporary President may be chosen from 
among the ladies present. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The Secretary shall notify the members of the Board of all regular 
and special meetings ; inform all officers of their election ; keep minutes 
of business meetings ; file all business letters ; take charge of bills after

ARTICLE VIII. 

‘he Board shall elect one of their own number to act as purchaser, 
to hold office for three months, who shall purchase all necessary supplies 
as required, and present the bills for the same at the next business meet- 
ing. ‘They she ill also appoint an auditing committee of two, who shall 
examine all accounts before they are presented to the Board, and certify 
to their correctness. They shall also examine the books of the Secre- 
tary and Matron, and exercise a general supervision over the receipts 
and expenditures. 

ARTICLE IX. 

A visiting committee of two shall be appointed alphabetically, at 
each monthly meeting, to visit the Hospital once each week, or supply 
a substitute from the Board. It shall be their duty to inspect the various 
Wards, to see that patients.are properly ¢ cared for, to examine every de- 
partment of the Hospital, and report at each monthly meeting of the

ARTICLE X. 

‘he Board of Lady Managers shall appoint a Matron, who shall 
hold office during pleasure. She shall have charge of the Hospital, 
under direction of the I Lady Managers, and shall see that all instructions 
from the Physicians in regard to treatment of patients are carried out; 
shall confer with and report to Lady Managers through their various 


officers and committees. 


j 
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She shall, however, engage and discharge all nurses, servants and 
assistants under her supervision. 

She shall have power to receive moneys from paying patients, keep- 
ing an exact account thereof, and handing over the same to the Board of 
Lady Managers at each monthly meeting. 


ARTICLE XI. 


Any person wishing to be admitted into the Hospital shall first be 
recommended by the Surgeon or any member of the Medical Staff. 

She shall also obtain an order from the President, or one of the 
Board of Lady Managers, upon presenting which the Matron shall admit 
her. 

ARTICLE XII. 


Honorary officers or members may be elected by the Board of Lady 
Managers for eminent services rendered in the Board or to the Hospital. 


ARTICLE XIII. 


These By-Laws may be amended at any regular monthly meeting, 
notice of the amendment having been given in writing at the previous 
meeting, and the amendment to be voted on having been stated in the 


notice calling the meeting.
